 _PURGING BALLS, 28. each Parcel, containing three Doſes: | 


VS T7 Hl CH, in a very ſmall compaſs, contain all the eſſential qualities of a ſtomachic purge. They 
* do not cloy a Horſe's ſtomach, as moſt other purges do; but, without the leaſt griping, ſcour a 
> Horſe well, and make him ſtale plentifully. One doſe of theſe Balls will carry off more humours than 


two or three common ones, which in os are a compoſition of very bad drugs, and attended with 
ſickneſs, griping, and ſometimes loſs of Appetite; and even when this is not the caſe, the doſe is fo large 
as to make it very bad for Horſes to ſwallow, and is apt to give them a diſguſt to all Kind of medicines. 
Purging and bleeding arc very neceſſary tor all Horſes, but particularly purging, which Horſes ſhould 
have ſometimes, even when in health, it not in full exerciſe; by TIES they would be preſerved from 
- moſt of thoſe diſorders they are extremely ſubject to. Purging is likewiſe proper in the beginning of 
almoſt all diſeaſes (fevers excepted) before any other medicines are given; for after they are well 
> ſcoured and cleaned, the medicines which they take will have a much ſurer and better effect. | 
A Horſe that has been in full feed, without much exerciſe, ſhould be bled before he takes any phyſic, 
and begin with a mild doſe firſt, abs 7 
4s a proot that theſe Balls are very ſafe for Horſes, they have been frequently taken by the human 
ſpecies. Two pills, about the ſize of 2 grey pea, being made out of one of theſe Balls, will act on a grown 
perſon as very ſafe phyſic. 1 | | 
The Mzrtnop of adminiſtering them. 


Let the Horſe have a maſh of ſcalded bran over night, and the next morning give one of theſe Balls. 
The perſon that gives it muſt take hold of the Horſe's tongue, and put the Ball, rubbed over with ſweet 
oil, as far down the throat as he can, afterwards holding up the Horſe's head till it isquite down, letting 
him have a little water to drink after it, The water he drinks that day and the next ſhould be warmed, 
but not made too hot, and ſome bran put in it; but it he refuſe to drink it warm, he muſt have cold 
water given him rather than not drink at all, otherwiſe his phyſic will not work off kindly; during the 
operation he muſt have nothing to eat but hay and maſhes. The Horſe ſhould be walked about the firſt 
and ſecond day till it begins to operate, carefully avoiding any violent exerciſe from the morning, it is 
taken till it has quite done working. Thenext purge ſhould not be repeated till the ſixth day. 
When the weather is moderately warm they may be given to Horſes at graſs, without any preparation. 
Theſe Balls are of ſo proper a conſiſtence, that if kept in a dry place, they will preſerve their vir- 
tues for a number of years, without the leaſt prejudice. | a 
As Horfes vary in their ffrength and conſtitution, it is neceſſary their doſes ſhould not be all alike, 
therefore a mild and ſtrong fort are prepared, and put in ſeparate parcels; but as the mild ſort are in 
general ſtrong enough, it would be beſt to begin with them firſt, | 
Horſes whoſe ſtomach and inteſtines are loaded with a mucus, formed by the worms, are ſometimes, 
even by the mildeſt phyſic, thrown into a violent ſcouring, which, if not attended to, may prove fa- 
tal; in which caſe, if the Horſe ſeems faint or fatigued during the operation, give him a cordial Ball, 
or a pint of warm ale, which may be repeated three or four times in the courſe of a day. 


RHUBARB PHYSIC, 28. 6d. each Doſe, or nine Balls for a Guinea. 


They may be either had in Balls ready rolled, or in a paſte. Thoſe ready rolled are marked No. 1, 
2, 3. No. 1. being the mildeſt for young colts and fillies ; No. 2. is in general ſtrong enough tor moſt 
Horſes; No. 3. is the ſtrongeſt, for Horſes that are difficult to purge. If they are to be kept any 
time, it is better to have them in a paſte than rolled in Balls, as they are eaſily rolled up. The doſe 
is from one ounce and three quarters, to two ounces and a half. The mode of giving them, and their 
., treatment, is the ſame as with the common phyſic. They are likewiſe very beneficially given as an 
24 alterative. About an ounce may be given two or three times a week, which will be the means of 
preventing worms, and greatly aſſiſt the tone of a Horſe's ſtomach. 


 =—_— DIURETIC BALLS, 28. per Pot. 
I! beſe Balls act by urine, and without ſtimulating profuſely, carry off the humours by a gentle 
drain; they are very ſucceſsful in the greaſe, defluctions of the eyes, and in every other caſe where 
the blood is overloaged with a ſharp humour. The doſe is about two ounces, or the ſize of a hen's 
egg : it may be worked up with u little flour, and give one every morning; or, if the Horſe is bad 
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bad, give him two a day, and in ſome obſtinate caſes 2 whole pot may be given every day; he ſhod 
eat nothing for an hour before nor after it is given him, nor have much water ; he may be worked im- 
medi tely, but (in the greaſe) if his legs will not permit him to work, and they are ſwelled hard with 
ſcabs, clip the hair cloſe, and apply a poultice twice a day, made with about a pound of oatmeal, a quiz.” 
ter of a pound of lard, two ounces of common turpentine, and worked up with warm ſmall beer: if 
the Balls have not the deſired effect, one purging Ball ſhould be given him to cleanſe his body, and af- 
ward: proceed with the diuretic Balls; when the diſeaſe is greatly abated, he ſhould take two or three 
doſes of phyſic to make the cure perfect: they are a very quick remedy in the gripes; give him a Ball 
as above, it he is in very great pain; it may be beat up with about a pint of warm gin and water, and 
given in à horn, 'which, if it does not ſucceed, ſhould be repeated in an hour. | 

They are likewiſe very efficacious in thoſe diſeaſes of the liver called the yellows or jaundice, in which 
caſe bleed plentifully, let the Horſe's body be kept open with glyſters, and give him a Ball every day. 

Theſe Balls ſhould be kept in a cool cellar, to prevent their getting dry. 


Take linſeed, chamomile flowers, and common ſalt, of each two ounces, boil it in about three quarts 
of water, ſtrain it, and add a quarter of a pound of treacle, and a pint of linſeed or ſweet oil. 


WORM-POWDERS and WOR M-BALLS, 66, each. 

Give one of either every night without any care or precaution: the Powders (which are to be preferred 
to the Balls) may be either ſtrewed on wet corn, or mixed with a maſh; let him eat, drink, and work as 
uſual ; it the Horſe has them but flightly, from ſix to twelve may be ſufficient, otherwiſe he ſhould con- 
tinue them to eighteen or two dozen; it the Horſe could be ſpared, he ſhould take two or three doſes of 

hyſic, whilſt he is taking theſe medicines ; that is, a purging Ball after he has taken fix or eight Worm- 
9 Ka or Balls, the Worm medicines muſt be omitted during the operation of the phyſic, afterwards 

o on with them; but if 2 Horſe cannot be ſpared to have more doſes of phyſic than one (which is 
Rdn neceſſary) give it to him after he has taken all his Worm medicines. 

As theſe Worm medicines are not intended to purge, in caſe it ſhould throw a Horie into a ſcowering, 
ſtop the medicines, and treat him in the ſame manner as mentioned in the bottom of the directions for 
purging a Horſe, After he has recovered, go on again, as they will not have that effect as he gets bet- 
ter of the Worms. OE | 


MERCURIAL WORM-POWDERS, 69. each, 


Worms in ſome Horſes are ſo difficult toeradicate, that nothing but mercurials will remove them : and 
if a Horſe is ſound, there does not ſeem to be the leaſt hazard; but unſound Horſes are very ſubje& to 
worms; and it is very probable, that in ſuch cate mercurials may accelerate a Horſe's end. Theſe muſt 
be given inthe ſame manner as the common Worm-Powders, taking a little more precaution to prevent 
his getting cold. A 1 4 

CORDIAL SAFFRON BALLS, 38. per Pot. 

Give a Horſe a Ball about the ſize of a hen's egg, at any time when faint or fatigued, as it gives a 
Horſe both ſtrength and fpirits ; it would be proper to give a Ball when he has much work to do, or be- 
fore ſtarting on the courſe, | 0 | 
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- > PECTORAL POWDERS for Coughs and Epidemical Colds in Horſes, 28. a Parcel. 


In epidemical colds the Horſe bas a diſcharge from his mouth and noſtrils, coughs, ſeems jaded, and 
{weats much wizh a little exerciſe : in this caſe he ſhould not be blooded, but give him the Powders as 
undermentioned. He may eat corn as uſual and malt maſhes, the leſs exerciſe the better; but if he is 
obliged to work, he ſhould have a Cordial Ball given him on the road, or when he comes home; which 
if it cannot be had, a pint of ale may be ſubſtituted in its place; in moderate weather the open air is better 
to ſtand in than a ſtable. One Powder mixt in a math, or made into a Ball with honey and flour, may 
be given every night and morning; if the caſe is obſtinate, give a powder and a half twice a day, or one 

oder three or four times a day. In inflammatory coughs, which are generally attended with a fever, 

eaving of the flanks, and hide-bound, the Horſe ſhould be firſt let blood, then give the Powder as above; 
his diet ſhould be hay, graſs, or bran maſhes, but no corn; if he is very coſtive, give him a glyſter, 


FEVER-POWDERS, 3s. a Parcel. 


| One of theſe papers (either mixed in water a little warm, or made into a ball with honey) to be given 
a Horſe every night and morning: or if the fever is very high, give it every ſix hours, His body ſhould 
be kept open by glyſters, made as above. | th | 


PURGING-BALL s for Dogs, 28. 6d. per Box. 


The doſe is from three to fix Balls; rub a little butter over them, and thruſt them down the throat 
with the finger; or diſſolve them in a cup full of boiling water, and put them down the throat; ſome- 
thing, as milk and water, ſhould be given them to drink after it, to prevent their being ſick; otherwiſe 
no precaution need be taken, as they are compounded of the moſt valuable ingredients; they will ope- 
rate with the greateſt 1atety on the human body, and with the greateſt ſucceſs, particularly in diforder: 
of the bowels, which one or two will carry off. A. TY 65 |
